LONDON. March 27.— A dispatch to the 


Thncs from Athena aays that the royal 
decree npnolntlnii the Crown Prince 
Constantino to the command of the 
army 011 the Theeaaly Irontier was pub- 
liahcil yesterday (Friday). 


A dispatch from tho Chronicle's cor- 


respondent eaya that the Grown Prince 
will start to assume hifl command this 
(Saturday) evening at 7 o'clock, going 
by eea to Volo and thence by railway. 
The Grown Princess will accompany him 
aa far ua Lariasa, where she will inspect 
the arrangements made by the Rod 
Croea Society. She will remain there 
two days anil then return to Athcua. In 
order to avoid popular demonetratione 
this proclamation has not been pub- 
lished at Athene. 


A dispatch to the Tunes from Gauea 


says there ia no doubt that tho GhriBt- 
iaiie have attacked the Turka because 
driven to desperation by the blockade. 
A Bimilar protest against European par- 
tiality for the Turka IB piobablo along 
tho wholo insurgent lino. Throughout 
the island the Mohammedans think 
they mav do what they like now because 
they have European backing. In all 
directions they are pillaginK and burn- 
inK the property of UhriBtianu. 


A dispatch to the Daily News from 


Vienna eaya the Auatruin foreign ollice 
has proposed to extend the blockade 
along the entire Greek coast, with spe- 
cial etrinftency at tho Pirsuus and the 
gulfs of Volo, Corinth and Arta. Kim- 
land, having abandoned the condition 
that Turkey and Greece must be aaked 
to withdraw their troupa from the Thes- 
aalian frontier before the blockade is ex- 
tended to the gull of Volo, will bo con- 
tent, it ia asserted by tho Austrian 
foreign olliue, if the adiuirala BO arrnnpe 
the blockade as to ttparo tho susceptibili- 
ties of certain powora. 


AdiBpntch to the Daily tf can from 


Rome eava the powers havo decided not 
to consult Greece on the details of 
autonomy for Crete. Instructions havo 
been fltnt to the udmirals, civiii^ them 
full powi-r to extend the blockade to 
Greek ports if they itcom it uoceaaury.

A pure food law should apply 
to manufacturers and wholesalers, as 
•well as to the smaller fry of the business, 
.ofarasitcandoso. But as it cannot 
»pplv to dealers outside of tbo state, it 
is most essential that the retailers be 
compelled to protect the people; they 
ere the ones who can most Euccwsfully 
be reached. 


But, when this has been Eaid, it re- 


mains true that almost any kind ol a 
pure food law is better than none. It 
was said in that meeting of the retail 
grocers that 63 per cent oi the manufac- 
tured food products of tbe United States 
is adulterated. When such a condi- 
tion existnilaws cannot breiu '•" °rfri"e 
.gainst itlany too soon. Radical treat- 
ment is needed, and if that treatment is 
defective in some reaped-, it is dilhcult 
to see how it can fail to be better than 
none. 
When live-eights ol the food 


products of the country are adulterated, 
the law cannot too soon get bold of the 
matter. To sell n perEon who calls for a 
given article a compound of Heaven 
knows what is morally a crime, and tbo 
moral and legal basis ol the act cannot 
too quickly ho made the same. H a law 
on the subject applies only to retail 
grocers, it goes just that far toward 
being whatitebouldbe. 


Tho people of California, like other 


people, liave a general, and living in- 
terest in tho question of food adultera- 
tion, but there is one feature ol tho sub- 
ject in which .they are peculiarly inter- 
ested. Wo refer to the adulteration and 
imitation of our' fruit products. This 
businejs hafl HBflurned disgraceful di- 
menBionn. Go into a grocery store, oven 
here in California where the fruit is 
raised-, and call fora jam or a marma- 
lade, and the chances are fair that you 
will get a compound of gelatine and , 
some coloring aulibtancc.

Bhould not; the welfare oi the public 
must be considered rather than one 
nun'B misfortune.

strenuous insistence that he shall mil 
Block our«larders with harmful urticlea 
of food. Anyflaw that we have should 
be vigorously enforced regardless of the 
complaints of men who have profited by 
the sale ol adulterated food products. 


WHEN* a man of ex-President Har- 


rison's con.ervatism and Bound judg- 
ment recognizes that new laws are 
seeded for the government and control 
of corporation!!, it may safely be taken 
lor granted that the demand for such 
lawe has passed the stale when it coulc 
be termed.the mouthing of agitators and 
extremists. And Mr. Harrison's recent 
address before the Ann Arbor students 
was very.largely devoted to enunciating 
this proposition. For inatance.be said: 


"Five-sixths of thi voters of the
